They want 
the Government to divide all the arid lane's 
into urination districts and make reserva- 
tions for storage reservoirs, and torn the 
othors over to the States which can make 
•ueh legislation a* will be deemed itost 
beneficial. 


Aa the reclamation of desert lands con- 


cerns the hundreds of thousands of people 
who are seeking homes nearly as much as 
it does ths States in which such land* are 
situated, Congress should make a liberal 
appropriation for surveyiug such lands and 
locating aites for storage reservoirs.

appropriation 
from

Government, 
except for 


an 
occasional public 
building. The} 


have no rivers 
aud harbors to im- 


prove, and consequently are not

the amount expended. It would, there- 
fore, be nothing more than just for thr

FIEST TIME UNDEK FIRE. 


The memory of the soldir-'s first bat- 


tle will never be forgotten by him. The 
impressions were burned so deeply into 
the brain and spirit that a century of 
peace would not off ace or even dim them.

without a feeling of bitterness in any 
known direction. The picture I give ia 
not for the man who wore this or that 
uniform. I want a cameo that will out- 
last the passion that produced the bloody 
struggle. 


J do not pretend to give a history of 


an entire battle; no one man can do this 
unless he draws ujfen the ejqperience and 
observation of others, for each actor in 
any great battle sees the struggle differ- 
ently from what it appears to others. I 
shall relate my own individual experi- 
ence and observation—what I personally 
saw and heard of one fiercely fought bat- 
tle —one memorable in the history of the 
war—my first passing into and through 
its flame of fire. 


A soldier's first battle in war does not 


always come at tho appointed looked for 
hour. Many of Iho volunteers went to 
the front, expecting to whip out the 
fight the next morning after arrival- 
cither before or after breakfast—then to 
return home crowned with immortal 
honors. 
But with thousands many 


weary months elapse 1 before the oppor- 
tunity uf meeting the foe came in real 
earnest, and when it did come countless 
thousands were not expecting it.

yay enlistment as a soldier I had nut long 
to wait tho coining of the fight.

Night had enveloped tho camp, and I 


was dreaming of sunny ueUla, of smiling 
meadows, of a happy home— of mother, 
and all that was near and dear to a hu- 
man heart. But the destroying angel 
came, aivl all vanished into the realm of 
sweetened shadow. 


For a comrade fctooxl beside me with 


his hand on my bosom. As he leaned 
over toward my ear I heard him say 
tremulously—the maa^s heart in a flut- 
ter of emotion: 


"Wako iip! They are advancing!"

me think instantaneously of the line: 
Whispering with tv'^to hps. "The 
foe—they come1 


they como'" 


The first beama of tho full morning 


were penciling the orient sky, and the 
rays fell upon a group of half a dozen 
anxious faces gathered around the ad- 
jutant's tent. Two horses were there— 
one with drooping head ancl limb at

reeking with smoke as tho courier still 
sat on him. The eoinmandin * officer

ence, as it were, that will pervade a mans 
of men in the hour of danger and duty. 
Three minutes had not elapsed after the 
Bounds of the last bugle blow had thrilled 
the camp t ill tho squadrons were forming. 


"Movo the column down the road, 


captain," said tho commanding officer 
'•I will gallop ou and ascertain the real 
situation." 


We passed another and another courier, 


nnd then wo came to a body of men hold- 
ing horses behind ft clump of trees. 


Just then there seemed to be an awful 


stillness in the morning air, suddenly 
broken by a noise that sounded strange 
to me. 


"What is that?" I asked. 
"It is tho rumbling of their artillery," 


said Gen. S. Then he turned around, 
looking us all squarely in the face, and 
added in u confident tone, "Yes, they are 
advancing, and in force." 


There was no mistaking the sound that 


next greeted the cars, there was a clear, 
ringing report that punctuated the still- 


, ness, then there was another and an- 


other and the rifle cracks djed away. 
They were the prelude of the battle soon 
to begin in earnest. 


The clattering of horses' hoofs signaled 


another couner who dashed up, exclaim- 
ing in tones of feeling: 


"General, our dismounted men are 


skirmishing with them." We had beard 
the rille shots half a mile away. 


"Captain, gallop back, and hurry up 


the infantry. Toll Capt. Hart we need 
the artillery at once. He, too, is com- 
ing." 


Then there was another and another 


ring of the clear voiced rifle, then a ter- 
rific volley and a double shot or two, 
and then the guns were hushed for a 
moment.

They were 
the dismounted skirmishers who were 
being driven back by the strong advance 
in front. Tho men rallied with our col- 
umn. 


"Fall in, men," cried a sergeant near

This is the 


most awful appeal that greeta tho sol- 
dier's ears. Fall in. It is a tocsin that 


enter the battle. 
"My Godf said the general, "that ia 


the enemy!" 
We were upon them before we were 


aware of their close proximity. They 
discovered us, too, at once, and were 
preparing for the greeting. 


"Get out of the road!" shouted the 


general. There was a clump of trees ou 
either side of the highway upon which 
he had thus far advanced. 
"Get out of the road! Don't you see 


they are bringing the battery to bear 
upon us from the hill yonder?" 


I looked, and a white puff of smoke 


greeted my vision, and the same instant— 
whiz-z—whur-r-r — chee-ee-eo — went a 
shell right between the general and his 
staff, and it bounded down the road, ex- 
ploding in our rear. 


The general addressed me again: 
"Get out of the road, and gallop back 


and have the cavalry moved on the flank 
of that line yonder in the field." 


Another shell came in the mean time, 


and made the air resonant with the fly- 
ing fragments. 


Then there was a volley of rifles and a 


faint cheer near to our flanks—for our 
infantry were now moving out of the 
skirt of the woods and opening the bat- 
tle in earnest.
